Plant’ along the main street between hotels, 
stores and moving picture palaces which repre- 
sent the highest that civilization can offer, but 
above the comforting rumble of the wheels, above 
the clang and clatter of your progress, you seem 
to hear the hideous, bungered howling of the 
wolves; 

The motormen-conductors of these one-man 
cars have the alert look of defenders who do not 
know the moment the moat will be crossed and 
the walls scaled. They take your money faster 
than the cash girl in a cafeteria and slam the 
door shut as if they dreaded to leave it open to 
the wolves a second longer than is necessary, 

It’s terrible, 

At night in the hotel you carefully close the 
windows, bolt and bar the door and put 
settee against it, shut the transom and hope that 
the night clerk—for Pete’s sake—will not ral! 
asleep at his post. Bven then, with all these 
precautions, you start awake at intervals, shiver- 
ing, sweating, as the night wind howls with a 
lean and famished moaning. 

Only: strong-hearted people may live at the 
Sault. Send us the best ye breed kind of people. 
You must be of good courage to visit the Sault. 
Not a day passes that scores do not leave it on 
trains routed for Sudbury and safety. 


Of course, I do not argue that all these people | 


are fleeing from the wolves. No doubt many 
of them, if you asked them, would indignantly 
deny any such thing. You know how it is. 
People are so apt to concea} their feelings. 

But always in the mind of the visitor, who is 
necessarily not so hardy as these sons of the 
north, there is the thought of that sinister, 
snapping, snarling ring of wolves hungry for 
human ber-lud. 

That is terrible. 


All Men on the Firing Line 


yo see the great freighters, the last ships of 
the season, laden with grain, burrying 
through the locks and down the St. Mary’s river 
into the wide open spaces of Lake Huron. You 
shudder as you are conscious of the reason for 
their haste. They fear lest they should stick in 
the ice of the Neebish channel--and that the 
wolves will get them if they don't watch out, by 
coming across the ice at them. 

The ships are especially vulnerable, being 
heavily laden. They sit so low in the water 
that, if the ice formed around them, holding 
them, ft would be no trouble at aj! for an ordin- 
arily nimble wolf at maturity to hop aboard 
from the surface at one fell bound. 

Little wonder that the ship masters, knowing 
that, hurry! 

Wolves are great for crossing the ice. They 
are professionals compared to Bliza, the first 
freat ice crosser of history. But you can't blame 
Eliza for being a bit amateurish. She had mere- 
ly the Oliio to practise on, which is a near- 
southern river, a four-point-four river where you 
can't expect the kind of ice found on such hardy 
northern rivers as the St. Mary's, 

Besides, if history is correct, Wliza had the 
bloodhounds after her, That made her a littie 
nervous. You will find very few bloodhounds on 
the ice of the St, Mary’s river, so that the Soo 
wolves do not need to feel nervous in the same 
way, 

Altogether you get quite a thrill about stay- 
ing in the Canadian Soo, for you know that this 
fine outpost of civilization away up there in the 
heart of the vast primeval Algoma wilderness 
is only maintained by the bravery of brave men

} wolves around the Soo is the Algoma Golf 
jand Wolf Club. Indeed, if it were not for the 
| Algoma Golf and Wolf Club it is very doubtful 
if there would be a man, woman or child left 
alive in this great city. 

But the Algoma Golf and Wolf Club stands 
with breast bared to defend this Verdun of the 
north. They shall not pass! No wolf must come 
closer than a nice half-hour’s motor run from 
the city limits. Around the city the club has 
established a circular strip of no man's land 
across which no wolf dare venture, lest one of 
the club's raiding parties put salt on his tail 
and drag him in triumph to exhibit in the office 
window of the Sault Star.

It was a poor month for news when Mr, Curran 
could not find some kind of a wolf story. Wolves 
are always good copy, especially for the effete 
newspapers published in ‘Toronto, Boston and 
New York. No wonder the wolves became bolder 
and bolder when they were given front page 
space in metropolitan dailies right alongside 
murder cases, narratives of banditry and Holly- 
wood scandals.
